he commanded the Army in Quality of Seraskier, or 

General of Europe.

From the Camp before Nice, April 3. The Batteries 
rais'd againft the Caftle of Villa-Franca, having made 
a Breach, the D. de la Feuillade went thither, after he 
had;given Orders for Battcries to be rais’d againft the 
Town of Nice. The Night between the 1ft and 2d 
Inftant, he caus’d the Counterfcarp to be attack’d, 
and it was carried Sword in Hand with very little 
Lofs. Yefterday the Befieged beat a Parley and ca- 
pitulated. It was granted them that they fhould 
march out with their Arms and Baggage, and be con- 
ducted to Saorgio, onthe Road to the Paffage of 
Tende through the Hills. The Garrifon was 400 
Men ftrong: But fo many of them were kill’d or 
wounded, by the Fire of the Cannon and Mufquets, 
and by the Bombs, that ’tis believ’d not 100 found 
Men will march out. Inthe Evening they deliver’d 
up a Gate, and laft Night the Chevalier de Miane 
fet out for Verfailles with the News of the taking of 
this Place, which renders the King Mafter of the Port 
of Villa- Franca. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated April 18. 

Madrid, April 1. The Advices from the Camp be- 
fore Gibraltar, to the 25th of laft Month, fhew, that 
the Beiiegers had till thar day all manner of Difficul- 
ties to ftrnggle with, not only by the Refiftance of the 
Garrifon, kept in ftrength by Succours they receiv’d 
at divers Times, but by the continuance of the bad 
Weather. So much Rain had fallen continually into 
the Works, that the Soldiers in them ftood in the 
Water and Mud, nay there was no ftirring hardly in 


the Camp for the Mire, nor could the Tents keep 


the Soldiers dry. The 2oth fome fmall Veffels ar- 
riv'd, which brought 2 Pieces of Cannon, 4 Mortars, 
Ammunition, and Provifions. The Enemy being fa- 
vour'd by a thick Fog, advanc’d, without being dif- 
cover'd by the Frigates that cruiz’d in the Mouth of 
the Streigh's, or by the Sentinels that were plac’d in 


all the Towers upon the Coaft quite to Cadiz. The 
Baron de Pointis who remain’d with 5 Sls at the 
Point of Carnero, cut his Cables and made all the 
Sail he could towardsthe Levant. The Enemy pur- 
fued him, and having above 20 Men of. War, they 
oblig’d him to run afhore his own and another Ship 
near Eftepona, and to burn them. The other 3 weie 
taken, afier a Jong and vigorous Refiftance. Part of 
the Enemy’s Fleet, came into the Bay of Gibvalrar 
the 24th, and landed Provifions and Ammunition for 
the Succour of the Befieged, but no Troops. ‘They 
are fince fail’d towar's the Coaft of Barbary. The 
23d in the Night, the Befieged made a Saily, buc 
were foon repuls’d, 
From the Bruifels Gazette, dated Apvil 17. 

Bruffels, April 17. We learn by Letrers of the sft 
of this Month from Madrid, that on Advice of the 
Misfortune befallen Monfienr de Pointis, aiid upon 
the Report Montieur de Renaud (who was arriv’d 
from the Camp before Gibralcor) had made to the 
King, his Majefty caus'd the Councils of State and 
War to be affembled, and purfuanc ro the Refolu- 
tions taken in them, 2 Couriers were difpatch’d to 
Andaloufia: That Monfieur de Pointis is indifpos’d 
at Marbella: And that in the Memory of Man there 
has not been known near Gibraltara Seafon of fo much 
Rain, which miferably incommoded the Befiegers, 
and fill'd their Trenches. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 21. 

Amfterdem, Aprilzt. There are Letters from Pa- 
ris of the 14th of this Month, that fay the Marshal 
de Theffe has at Jength abandon’d the Siege of Gi- 
bralrar, and is gone from the Camp to Madrid, 
whence he is to return to the Court of France, to 
give the King an Account of this Expedition, and of 
the State of the Affairs of Spain. The ill Succefs of 
this Siege is imputed to the continual Rains, which 
hindred the carrying on the Werks, and the making 
timely Ufe of the Reinforcements of French Troops 
and others that came laft to rhe Camp. The Mar- 
quis de Thoy who commands in the Abience of the 
Marfhal de Theffe, caufes all the Avenucs to Gibral- 
tar to be fortified ; and they are to be guarded by 4 
or 5000 Men ef his beft Troops; that fo all Com- 
munication between the Gatriforn and the Spaniards 
may be cut off. ’Tis likely the next Letters from 
Paris will confirm this News; tbe more becaufe the 


Bruffels Gazette of the 17th feems to prepare us for 


it, by relling us the Befiegers were extremely incom- 
moded fin their Trenches by the continual Rains ; 
and that upon Advice being brough: to Madrid of 
the Misfortune befallen Monfieur de Pointis, the 
Court: difpatch’d 2 Couriers to Andalufia, without 
telling us what Orders were fent by thofe Couriets, 
Now we may venture to conclude from paft Expe- 
rience, that if thofe Orders had been for carrying 
on the Siege, this Gazette would not have pafs'd ‘em 
over in filence: 

The Advices from Turin and Milan that are come 
by the Way of Germany, tell us the Garrifon of 
Nice have made a vigorous Sally, and kill’d or woun- 
ded 500 of the Befiegers. 

The Prince of Anhalt Deffau, General of the Pruf- 
fian Troops that are marching for Italy, is actually 
gone Poft from Deffau, to overtake them on their 
Way. Prince Eugene of Savoy waits orly to all 
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things duely fetled that have heen concerted between 
him-and the Imperial Court; And they reckon at 
Vienna, he will fer out Pott for Italy 5 or 6 Days af- 
ier the Eafter Holy-days. 

Prince Lewis of Baden is preparing to go from Af 
chatfembourg the 2eth Inftant, to put himfelf at the 
Head of the Army he is to command, which will be 
more numerous than was fuppos'd ; for the 13000 
Men the Circle of Wettphala furnishes, are order'd 
to ferve on the Khive, not on the Motciic. Prince 
Lewis propofes to take the Field early, and to mske 
a powerful Divestion, to give the Enemy's Forces Em- 
ployment on the Rhine, and thereby binder their 
tending Troops trom thence to the Mofelie. At the 
Jame ume he wil keep neat enough to act in Con- 
cert with the Army under the Duke of Mar.borough. 
"The Magazines on the Rhine are wich scores 
fufficient for Iubiifting the Army, thar nothing may 
retard its Motions, and that ic may begin to act as 
foon as the Grafs is come up.
